‘Chiclone’ Whips Across Midwest 


Oddly potent storm 
disrupts travel, spins 
tornadoes in region 


Chicago 

A massive storm with gusts up to 
81 mph howled across the nation’s 
midsection Tuesday, snapping 
power lines, ripping off roofs, delay- 
ing flights and soaking commuters 
hunched under umbrellas. 

Spanning from the Dakotas to 
the eastern Great Lakes, the sys- 
tem mesmerized meteorologists 
because of its size and because it 
had pressure similar to a Catego- 
ry 3 hurricane, but with much less 
destructive power. The storm was 
quickly nicknamed a “chiclone” and 
“windpocalypse” on Twitter. 

Scientists said the storm had 
the force of a blizzard minus the 
snow. 

“If it were colder, we’d have a 
blizzard with this system,” said 
David Imy, operations chief at the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration’s Storm Prediction 
Center in Norman, Okla. 

The National Weather Service 
said the system’s pressure reading

The volunteer with Republican 
Rand Paul’s U.S. Senate campaign 
who could face charges for stepping 
on the head of a liberal activist said 
Tuesday the scuffle was not as bad 
as it looked on video and blamed 
police for not intervening. 

“I’m sorry that it came to that, 
and I apologize if it appeared overly 
forceful, but I was concerned about 
Rand’s safety,” Tim Profitt said. 

Lauren Valle, the 23-year-old 
activist with the group MoveOn. 
org, said her face was swollen, 
and her neck and shoulder were 
sore after she was wrestled to the 
ground by Paul supporters Mon- 
day night when she tried to give 
the candidate an “employee of the 
month” award. 

Valle was roughed up before the 
debate between Paul and Demo- 
crat Jack Conway. The race is one 


of the most closely watched and 
hotly contested in the midterm 
elections. 

“I think that this is an extreme 
example of the kinds of senti- 
ments that people are feeling in 
many races across the country,” 
Valle said. “I think that tension is 
incredibly high.” 

Paul’s campaign dropped 
Profitt as campaign coordina- 
tor in Bourbon County in central 
Kentucky and banned him from 


future events. 

Paul’s campaign called the alter- 
cation “incredibly unfortunate” 
and expressed relief that Valle was 
not injured. 

Lexington Division of Police 
spokeswoman Sherelle Roberts 
said Tuesday that officers will 
deliver a summons to Profitt to 
appear in court.

After 5-year wait, 
corruption trial of 
ex-GOP leader nears 

Austin, Texas 

Potential jurors in the corruption 
trial of former House majority lead- 
er Tom DeLay were quizzed Tues- 
day about whether their political 
beliefs could interfere with their 
ability to make an impartial deci- 
sion in the case. 

Jury selection began Tuesday 
about five years after DeLay was 
indicted on charges he illegally 
funneled corporate money to help 
Republicans in Texas legislative 
races in 2002. 

DeLay ’s attorneys tried to get 
his trial moved, fearing he could 
not get a fair trial in Austin, the 
most Democratic city in one of the 
most Republican states. 

The jury was expected to be cho- 
sen by Wednesday from a group of 
nearly 90 people. Testimony in the 
case was set to begin Monday. 

DeLay, who has been press- 
ing for a trial, says he committed 
no crime. He is charged with two 
crimes: money laundering and con- 
spiracy to commit money launder- 
ing. If convicted of money laun-

Shiite leadership: Iraq 
diplomat persecuted 
religious members 

Baghdad 

Tariq Aziz, the dapper diplomat 
and highest-ranking Christian in 
Saddam Hussein’s regime, was sen- 
tenced Tuesday to death by hang- 
ing for persecuting members of the 
Shiite religious parties that now 
dominate the country. 

The decision to execute the 
74-year-old Aziz, who has suffered 
a series of strokes in prison, shows 
the depth of hatred among the 
country’s current Shiite leadership 
for top figures in a Baathist regime 
that sent hundreds of thousands of 
opponents to death or exile. 

Among Shiites in the vast east- 
ern Baghdad slum called Sadr City, 
a gallows death for one of Sadd- 
am’s ardent aides was considered 
a fitting end. But many Sunnis, the 
minority Muslim sect that domi- 
nated Iraq under Saddam, ques- 
tioned whether the death sentence 
was merely revenge masquerad- 
ing as justice. 


“The aim of this court, formed 
by this government, is to kill and 
liquidate all of the former regime’s 
senior figures if they committed 
crimes or not. It is an unfair trial 
and unfair verdict,” said Jameel 
Sahib Ali, a 50-year-old merchant 


in Saddam’s hometown of Tikrit. 

Tuesday’s proceedings, broad- 
cast on state TV, came nearly 20 
years after Aziz’s meeting in Geneva 
with U.S. Secretary of State James A. 
Baker failed to prevent the 1991 Gulf 
War. Aziz also met with Pope John 


Revelations 

Tariq Aziz's lawyers accused the 
government of orchestrating the ver- 
dict to divert attention from recent 
revelations about prisoner abuse 
by Iraqi security forces contained in 
U.S. military documents released 
last week by the whistle-blower site 
WikiLeaks. “The trial was nothing 
short of a farce," said Aziz’s Italy- 
based lawyer, Giovanni Di Stefano. 
The Iraqi court “has sentenced Aziz 
to death on allegations that are, 
frankly, nothing short of malicious, 
capricious and nonexistent." (ap) 


Paul II at the Vatican weeks before 
the March 2003 U.S.-led invasion in 
a bid to head off that conflict. 

The Vatican spokesman, the Rev. 
Federico Lombardi, said the Vatican 
would lobby Iraq to halt the execu- 
tion.

Loading of fuel rods 
touted as defiant act 
in face of sanctions 

Tehran, Iran 

Iran began the process of load- 
ing 163 fuel rods into the reac- 
tor core of its first nuclear power 
plant on Tuesday, celebrating the 
achievement as proof that Tehran 
can outmaneuver international 
sanctions. 

The plant, built with Russian 
help in the southern port city of 
Bushehr, is not among the aspects 
of Iran’s nuclear program that are 
of top concern to the internation- 
al community and is not directly 
subject to sanctions. It has inter- 
national approval and is super- 
vised by the U.N. 

Nevertheless, Iran has touted 
its startup as an act of defiance 
in the face of the penalties and 
has held up the plant as evidence 
that it has only peaceful nuclear

Fewer Metrobus Riders 


Transit system attributes 
Lower-than-expected bus 
numbers to the recession 

Metro’s bus ridership dropped sharp- 
ly in the first two months of the fiscal 
year that began in July, falling 9 per- 
cent below the budget projection and last 
year’s total for the same period, accord- 
ing to Metro data. 

The trend continues a pattern of dwin- 
dling bus ridership and revenue that has 
contributed to growing budget deficits 
for Metro. Bus riders took 123.7 million 
trips in fiscal 2010, 10 million fewer 
trips compared with the prior year, for 
a decline of 7.6 percent. 


Upgrades at Rosslyn 

Officials will break ground Wednesday 
on a new $32.6 million entrance to the 
Rosslyn Metro station with three high- 
speed, high-capacity elevators. It will 
be located across the street from the 
current escalator entrance on North 
Moore Street. 


Metro’s operating budget deficit for 
2012 already includes millions in losses 
caused by sharply reduced revenue and 
snow removal costs during last winter’s 
snowstorms. 

Metro last summer launched the big- 
gest fare increase in the history of the 
transit agency — nearly $109 million 
worth of fare hikes — to close a $189 mil- 


lion gap in its operating budget for this 
year. The bus boarding charge went up 
20 percent, from $1.25 to $1.50, for Smar- 
Trip users and 26 percent, from $1.35 to 
$1.70, for cash customers. 

Board member Mortimer Downey 
said he was concerned about the drop 
in bus ridership but said more analy- 
sis of routes, regions and times is need- 
ed. “Typically, there is a sharp fall-off of 
ridership when a fare increase happens,” 
he said. “I think there may have been a 
little optimism in expecting growth in 
bus ridership.”

The District’s Interagency Coun- 
cil on Homelessness approved its 
annual winter plan for the homeless 
Tuesday, less than a week before the 
start of the winter season.

Twin Catastrophes Strike 

Back-to-back natural disasters leave more than 100 dead in Indonesia 


Jakarta, Indonesia 

A volcanic eruption and a tsunami killed 
scores of people hundreds of miles apart 
in Indonesia — spasms from the Pacific 
“Ring of Fire ” which spawns disasters 
from deep within the Earth. 

Tuesday’s eruption of Mount Mer- 
api killed at least 18 people, forced 
thousands to flee down its slopes, and 
spewed burning ash and smoke high 
into the air on the island of Java. 

Meanwhile, off the coast of Suma- 
tra, about 800 miles west of the volca- 
no, rescuers battled rough seas to reach 
Indonesia’s Mentawai islands, where a 
10-foot tsunami triggered by an earth- 
quake Monday night swept away hun- 
dreds of homes, killing at least 113 vil- 
lagers, said Mujiharto of the Health 
Ministry’s crisis center. Up to 500 oth- 
ers are missing. 

The twin disasters happened hours 
apart in one of the most seismically 
active regions on the planet. 

Scientists have warned that pres- 
sure building beneath Merapi’s lava 
dome could trigger its most powerful 
explosion in years. But Cede Swantika, 
a government volcanologist, expressed 
hope the 95737 -foot mountain, which 
sent rocks and debris cascading down 
its southern slope, could be releasing 
steam slowly. 

“It’s too early to know for sure,” he 
said, adding that a big blast could still 
be coming. “But if it continues like this 
for a while, we are looking at a slow, 
long eruption.” 

After refusing to budge from the vol- 
cano’s fertile slopes, saying they wanted 
to tend to their crops and protect their 
homes, villagers started streaming by 
the thousands into makeshift emergen- 
cy shelters late Tuesday. Many carried 
sleeping mats, bags of clothes and food 
as they settled in. 

Officials said earlier that by close- 
ly monitoring the volcano 310 miles 
southeast of the capital of Jakarta, they 
thought they could avoid casualties. But 
the death toll rose quickly.

Rescue Efforts 




Unable to Help 

Rescuers battled rough seas Tuesday 
to reach remote Indonesian islands 
pounded by a 10-foot tsunami. With 
few able to get to the islands to help 
with searches, fisherman were left 
to find the dead and look for the liv- 
ing. Corpses were strewn about since 
there were not enough people to dig 
graves, and more than 4,000 people 
expected to spend the night without 
shelter because tents and other sup- 
plies had also not arrived. Though 
hundreds of disaster officials were 
unable to get to many of the villages 
on the Mentawai islands, they were 
preparing for the worst. “We have 
200 body bags on the way, just in 
case," said Mujiharto, who heads the 
Health Ministry's crisis center, (ap) 


Police and volunteers were shown 
on Metro TV pulling at least 14 ash- 
covered bodies and carrying them to 
waiting vehicles. 

Among the dead was a 2-month-old 
baby, said Mareta, a hospital worker 
who goes by only one name. The infant’s 
tiny body was draped in a sheet as his 
mother cried. Three people at Panti 
Nugroho hospital died of burns after 
being hit by a searing cloud of ash, said 
Agustinus Parjo, a spokesman. 

Even as they contended with the 
volcano — one of 129 to watch in the 
world’s largest archipelago — officials 
were trying to assess the impact of 
Monday night’s 7.7-magnitude earth- 
quake off Sumatra that triggered the 
killer tsunami. 

After Monday’s quake and tsuna- 
mi, many panicked residents fled to 
high ground and were too afraid to 
return home. That could account in 
part for the people still missing, said 
Hendri Dori, a local parliamentarian, 
adding: “We’re trying to stay hopeful.”

Mother Nature knows how to wel- 
come Keith Richards. 

The afternoon is warm and 
sunny minutes before Richards is 
to be interviewed at his manager’s 
office in downtown Manhattan. 

At the stroke of 3 p.m., the clouds 
darken. The door swings open and 
the Rolling Stone arrives. 

He is 66, his face tanned and 
lined, his walk slightly bent, an old 
cowboy gone electric. Unlike Mick 
Jagger, Richards has never been 
knighted. But he can claim hon- 
ors in the world of letters. Nearly 
30 years after Jagger gave up on 
writing a memoir, Richards has 
emerged as a best-selling author 
who seems to have retained it all. 

“It’s been a much harder jour- 
ney than I expected. At first, it 
was, like, ‘Oh, sure. I’ll tell you 
anything,’ without realizing how 
things connect together and the 
effect they have on you. Hey, it’s 
not easy to relive the death of your 
own son [Tara, who died in infan- 
cy in 1976],” Richards says. 

Co-written by journalist and 
“White Mischief” author James 
Fox, “Life” topped the best-seller 
list on Amazon.com even before 
publication Tuesday. 

“Life” is told in Richards’ off- 
hand, conversational rhythms, 
through recording sessions and

Avoid holiday hassles 
by knowing your way

The process of heading home for 
the holidays will, for many travelers, 
contain some new hurdles this year. 
New measures aimed at thwarting 
potential terrorists may throw you 
off course if you’re unprepared. 

Here’s what you need to know 
about body scanners and Secure 
Flight, a new program that requires 
travelers to provide more informa- 
tion when booking a ticket. 

Body Scanners 

Some travelers and privacy advo- 
cates don’t like them, but body 
scanners are a growing presence 
in the nation’s airports. Formal- 
ly known as Advanced Imaging 
Technology machines, the scan- 
ners take overly detailed images 
of the human frame. 

There are now almost 300 scan- 
ners at 61 U.S. airports, both big 
and small. Still, that’s only a frac- 
tion of the 382 primary U.S. air- 
ports listed by the Department of 
Transportation. The Transpor- 
tation Security Administration, 
which oversees airport security, 
aims to have 450 of the machines 
installed by the end of the year, 
though it isn’t divulging locations 
for the new ones.

The machines can reveal plas- 
tic or chemical explosives and non- 
metallic weapons. 

You aren’t required to go 
through the machine. Any travel- 
er can choose a pat-down instead. 
The pat-down is “at a level com- 
parable to what the body scanner 
would provide,” says TSA spokes- 
man Nick Kimball. In other words, 
it will be thorough. Because the 
pat-down will take longer than 
the 30-second body scan, Orbitz 
Senior Editor Jeanenne Tornatore 
recommends the scanner. 


Secure Flight 

Secure Flight is a behind-the- 
scenes effort by the TSA to bet- 
ter match potential terrorists with 
watch lists. The program will for- 
mally start on Nov. 1. It requires 
airlines to collect a passenger’s 
full name, birth date and gender 
at booking. Passengers who don’t 
provide that information at least 
72 hours before a flight won’t be 
issued a boarding pass. All the air- 
lines and most of the third-party 
sites such as Hotwire or Orbitz 
already require this information 
when you book. 

The TSA estimates that only 
about 1 percent of travelers won’t 
make it through security because of 
a discrepancy. Although it’s unlike- 
ly you won’t be able to fly because of 
a mishap, you still might be delayed 
if your ID and ticket don’t match
